. independent direction of a German egent, KIBITZ 15. His net
involves 46 agents in varicus stages of development, plus 25 to 30
potential hgents. Of the 46 ageats, 11 are Commo personnel -

1 fully trained, & partially, 6 untrained - vhile the remsining 35
agents represent potentisl head agents, agents, couriers, etec.

b. Staybehind Teams. Thus far the total KIBITZ program
has resulted in ormation of 15 units, consisting of from 2 to

10 members. Three teams are nov mad.y for the assigmment of
equipment and sigml plans.

3. Conclusions. While the KIBITZ portion of staybehind plans
has made reasonably good progress, the total staybehind pilcture
in Germany 38 not a favorable one. The chlef problems are and
_have been (1) lack of sdequate headquarters support, (2) laek of
adequate numbers of persomnsl in the field, (3) inability of both
the field and headquarters to obtain a basic list of targets, and
(4) inadequate Commo support.
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
